Lord, who has just finished an 
eight months’ course in the quarter­ 
master school at Philadelphia, has 
been assigned to the quartermaster 
corps at Mitchel field, Long Island, 
and his associates there now are dis­ 
covering 
why 
Cornell 
university 
wrote to Private lord two summers 
ago when he was stationed at Madi­ 
son Barracks, New York, and asked 
him to bequeath his brain to the 
Burt G. Wilder brain collection 
when he died. 
Having a scientific 
nature, Private Lord readily com­ 
plied; he drew up a will leaving his 
brain to the university, cerebellum, 
medulla and all. 
Recently, in civilian clothes, Pri­ 
vate Lord dropped into the office of 
a New York newspaper to demon­ 
strate Just why his brain was worthy 
of inclusion in the Burt G. Wilder 
collection. 
Plump, pink, perspiring, 
he sat down at a desk and asked for 
a pencil and paper. 
"Now give me the name of a city,” 
he said; “any one at all.” 
Heads were scratched and finally 
some one thought of a city. Seizing 
a pencil in chubby fingers. Private 
Lord wrote:

As he inscribed the word, upside 
down and backward, beginning with 
the letter “o," simultaneously 
he 
spelled it out orally from the ortho­ 
dox angle, beginning with the “S.” 
Next, a President 
‘‘Now the name of a president," he 
ordered. 
“And also give me the 
name of some ‘movie/ " 
Suggestions 
were 
offered 
and, 
without hesitation, spelling from 
one direction and writing from the 
other, the visitor set down. 
“The Hunchback of Notre Dame.” 
Van Buren 
“This improves the penmanship,” 
said Private Lord. “Will some one 
please give me a number in seven j 
digits?” 
A spectator suggested 5,732,846 
and as Private Lord s* t the figures 
on paper upside down he command­ 
ed: 
“Now pick a headline out of 
today’s newspaper." 
"Nation Weighs Recovery Plea of 
Roosevelt," some one suggested. 
"Fourscore and ***ven years ago," 
intoned Private Lord, “our fathers 
brought forth on this continent a 
new nation, conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to tile proposition that all 
men are created equal. Now we are 
engaged in a great civil war, testing 
whether" . . . 
As he recited Private Lord’s pencil 
flew over the paper rapidly, setting 
down figures and words alternately 
on separate pieces of paper, all up­ 
side down. 
Long before he came to the end of 
the 
Gettysburg 
Address, 
Private 
Lord reversed his pieces of paper 


and disclosed what he had written. 
On one appeared “Nation Recovery 
Plea Weighs of Roosevelt.” 
“You see I deliberately changed 
the order of the words,” he explain­ 
ed. 
On the other paper appeared the 
following column of figures: 
523,656 
111,737 
521,111 
764,145 
214,543 
121,311 
3,476,343 
Rather Amazed at Himself 
"Now add those figures up," said 
Private Lord, “and you’ll find they 
come to the figure you gave me. 
There’s something uncanny about 
this. 
I don’t know myself how I 
do it. 
Suppose this time you give* 
me four six-letter words, and would 
you like me to recite •Thanatopsis,' 
‘Tile Shooting of Dan McGrew,’ 
‘Gunga Din,’ ‘The Fact* on the Bar­ 
room 
Floor’ 
or 
a bit of Eddie 
Guest?” 
A classicist in the audience asked 
for “Thanatopsis” and someone else 
selected "nation," “troops,” “policy” 
and “helmet.” 
Private Lord began w riting-up- 
side down—and as he wrote he re­ 
cited: 
" ‘Of man’s first disobedience and 
the fruit of that forbidden tree—oh 
no. I’m wrong. W ait a minute. . . . 
“ ‘To him who in the love of Na­ 
ture holds 
“ ‘Communion 
with 
her 
visible 
forms, she speaks 
" A various language for his gayer 
hours 
" She has a voice of gladness. . . . 
etc.’" 
A few moments later Private Lord 
turned his paper right side up, and 
on it there appeared the following 
letters: T N T O E S O R M Y C L 
O I P E T O P H N I A . 
"Reading from right to left,” said 
Private Lord, “you wall find ‘helmet’ 
.spelled out in intervals of four let­ 
ters. Now then, Jumping alternately 
from the left end of the line to the 
right, we strike out 'nation/ 
See? 
'N’ second from the left, ‘A’ last 
letter on the right. Back to the left 
for *T/ Back to the right end for 
■I/ 
Left for ’OZ 
Right for ’N /i 
Now we find ‘policy’ in the middle, 
j P' Is the ninth letter from the 
I right. Skip one letter to the left 
and we come to 
O/ 
Jump over 
that L’ which we crossed out in 
j ‘helmet,’ skip another letter and we 
come to the ‘L’ we want.

“I used to be able to do different 
problems like this with both hands 
at the same time,” he said, “but a 
doctor told me to stop it ’cause I 
might get apoplexy from overstrain­ 
ing my mind. 
As long as I just 
work with one hand at a time it 
doesn’t bother me.

GATHERERS OF NEWS 
I 
WONDER how many readers of ». newspaper think about the ones who 
gather their news for them each day? 
It sometimes takes years for a reporter, or special writer, to gather 
certain information of interest and value to the public—years of training 
in dearness of expression and alertness of mind. There is an impression 
upon the part of many that almost anyone can be a reporter. The fact 
is that few are fitted by nature and training to be reporters or special 
wri ters. 
A reporter must have what they say is a “nose for news" th at is, 
he must sense it afar oft -and then have the ability to find it and accur­ 
ately and simply to transfer it to readers who will be instructed and in­ 
formed by it 
The reporter is not highly paid, as a rule, and his hours are irregular 
and often long, for when he goes after a thing he doesn’t wish to come out 
from his task in any half-way manner. 
But his enthusiasm, his love 
of the game, his couriositv for turning up something new. and to get it 
to his paper first, becomes an adventure of high import to the reporter. 
I recall the distance of a young reporter for the old New York World. 
He was train-wrecked near New Haven. Conn. He was hardly conscious—— 
and yet he had but two thoughts—to call his mother, and to get the World 
on the phone and tell them about the wreck. True heroism and devotion
